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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the arguments filed 16 June 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Zommer (6,091,086), cited by Applicant. 

Zommer teaches the standard IGBT power device with a double scribe line 
diffusion at the periphery of the active region with a first upper portion having a first 
depth and a second lower portion having a second depth greater than the first depth. 
Zommer achieves this as taught in column 6 by using a double implant of B from the top 
and Al from the bottom. The Al's faster diffusion rate achieves the claimed structure. 
From the drawings it is apparent that the first depth is about 50% of the second depth. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 16 June 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the Zommer reference does not disclose the lower 
portion having an impurity with a higher mobility upper portion. This limitation is not in 
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the claims regarding having a higher mobility than another region. But the Zommer 
reference does disclose the scribe diffusion region (117) to comprise a boron impurity 
and an aluminum impurity where the aluminum impurity is formed at a depth greater 
than the first depth of the upper portion. Therefore the Zommer reference discloses all 
the claimed limitation and therefore the rejection stands.
